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WASHINGTON'S U 



Destruction of Celebrated Court- 
tiouse By Fire Irreparable 
and Deeply Deplored 



May Be Rebuilt and Replica of Old 
BuUdinQ Restored— Ita 
Early History 



All WawhioKton ami M;i-on county 
it mourning ami ri'Krettinx the loaa of 
.tl)e hlitoric old Courthouse, which for 
•ver hall h century w«a the capital ol 
Mason county and the center ol a om v 
brilliant and unrivaled aeiemblage ol 
wit, eloquence and sutesmanship. 

No building in the entire United 
Btetta, ontaide ol the leading Federal 
dtructuren.has sheltered and entertain- 
ed as many world-famous personages* 
M the Washington Courthouse. The 
names of the distinguished men and 
women who were housed under its 
moss-grown rool would till a column 
and run into the haodrtdi and thou- 
sands. 

In the spring ol 1775 Simon Ken- 
ton came down the Ohin river and 
lauded at the mouth ol a creek called 
•ftemarde Limestone, which runs 
thr'.xjsh the preaeot city of Maysville. 
The morning after he landed heshoul- 
dared his rifle and went Booth through 
the woods in search of game. After 
traveling some three miles, to his 
treat joy h» foand an abundance ol 
game and cnne gr >wing upon the 
richest grour.d be bad ever seen. 
Finding • spring ol good water, be 
and hi.-» companion, n youriL: man 
named Williams, made themselves a 
oOMloiUble camp, and, with their 
tomahawks, cleared a small pipcp 
ol ground. Their clearing was tinished 
in May, and the remain* ol some corn 
which they had got from a Frenrh 
trader for the purpose of parching they 
obtained seed and planted, perhaps, 
the first corn ever grown in that coun- 
try on the North side of the Kentucky I 
river. Here, tending their corn with 
their tomahawks, they remained the 
undisputed masters ol the richest do- j 
maJn on earth until fall, when their j 
corn ripened and they prepart'd a per- 
manent camp, which they named , 
"Kenton's SUtion," which was about ' 
a mile from the present town of Wa.^h- 
ington, on the North. The historic 
farm is now owned by Colonel John 



Chambers. la ITM, tiler eevaral 
years' at aence, KCBtoa ratoroad, and 
from 17b \ may be dated the begidning 
of the real history ol Washington, 
which was named in honor ol fmi- 
dent|Wasbington. 

The town of Washington waa estab- 
liKhed in 1786 by the Virginia Legis- 
lature, but was named and laid out in 
ITsf) liy Arthur Fox and William 
Wood, a Baptist I'reacher. The writer 
has a memorandum ol the sale ol the 
town site of Washington from Simon 
Kenton to Arthur Fox and others. It 
is also a tact that Arthur Fox was a 
first Trustee of Mayttville and owned 
the site where Dover stands. 

The Courthouse at Washington was 
erected in 1794 by Louis Craig, the 
pioneer Baptist I'reacher and stone- 
mason. The original building was of 
the simplest style of architectnie, 
which prevailed in those good old 
Colonial days, with small doors and 
window:", two stories high, with cupola 
tor bt'll and surmounted by a 2U-foot 
tower or spire with the usual weather 
vane — an arrow showing the bent of 
the wind. There were lour rooms in 
the building, which stood back on'tbe 
main .street of Washington eboot ft 
hundred and fifty feet. 

In 1790 Washington had 119 booses. 
In the years 1797 and 8 "The Ken- 
tucky Palladium," one of the lirst pa- 
pers in the State, was published at 
Washington by Hunter A Beaumont. 
For lifty years the town flourished and 
was the principal point ol trade for 
mile« around, and at one time it con- 
tained about twenty tlourishing com- 
mercial houses, but with the removal 
of the county seat to Maysville Wash- 
ington began to decline as a business 
center. Washington is just two years 
old' r than Maysville. 

Kenton's Station was the principal 
camp and rendesvons of SinoB Ken- 
ton, Daniel Boone and other pioneer 
hunters and settlers, and many con- 
tests with the Indians are recorded 
and unrecorded. 

The county ol Mason was estab- 

Ii«i>inl in and iht' ('umtiiiiu~<' wmi' 

iiuilt in 17y4. It W4« tijusiruLteJ l>y 
Louis Craig, as we are informed by an 
inscription in the arch ovfr the door. 
This was chiseled in a heavy stone, 
the face of which had bean smoothed 
tor the letterini;. 

This is the same man of whom men- 
tion was recently made concerning the 
building of a nionument to mark his 
burial place by the Baptists, of which 
denomination he was a Preacher. 

Tiiomas Marshall, a brother of the 
Chief Justice, was tue hrst Clerk ol 
Court, and within the memory of the 
writer Col' inel Marshall Key was an* 
oilier Clerk. 

After the removal of the county seat 



to Majrevllle ti»e boildlnrwas given 
by the eooaty to the town ol Washing- 
ton lor school purposes, to which pur- 
pose it bad since been eetployed. 

There used to ho a very large brick 
building just in th« rear of the present 
one w h t n Court was held in more 
modern days, hat whicp was torn 
down many years ago. 

The old building was adorned with 

a heaiitifiil po'tiro or porrli, covcrini; 
the entire front of the structure, up- 
held by eight massife square oolumns. 
This, too, bad long sidce been torn 
away. ^ 

Tha writer well remembera all these 
matters, and when" Court was bald 
there John A. MeClang, Rocbeatar 
Beatty, Feank T. Chambers, Harrieon 
Taylor, TlmmaM N»i*in, John Drake 
Taylor and many others, equally pro* 
fonbd and bright, wttb othera nearly 
as well known, conducted the Court's 
husiness as attorneys. 

Many interesting associations are 
part of the history of thie old land* 
mark. 

It was a sad sight to see the pile 
wrapped in flames, and desperate were 
the atttmpta to teach the cupola, in 



the very tQp of which it originated, 
tlrst in a little curl ol smoke in the 
eai^ gray ol tile morning, but the 
l>irds having filled this with nests, 
this material actad as tinder and the 
heavy timbers readily aaoenmbed. 

The bolt that was the nipaiiH nf com- 
mitting the historic pile to ashes was 
accounted by all who beard it the 
most terrific they ever experienced. 

Thus has passed away a most inter- 
esting and unique relic and one which 
many thousands have come hundreds 
ol miles to see.
